MINUTES  OF  TOWN  MEETING 

MARCH   10,   1992 

The  polls  were  opened  at  1:00  PM  by  the  Town  Moderator,  Ernest  Peter,  at 
the  Gilsum  Church  vestry  to  bring  before  the  registered  voters  of  our 
town  the  election  of  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year   ensuing. 

There  are  351  registered  voters  at  this  time  with  84  casting  a  ballot  in 
this  election. 

The  polls  were  closed  at  6:00  PM  and  ballots  were  counted  by  Ernest 
Peter,  Joan  Miller  and  Christian  Salisbury  with  Susan  King  assisting.

Doreen  Ballou  was  appointed  as  Treasurer  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
following  the  meeting. 

All  newly  elected  officers  were  sworn  in  either  at  the  meeting  which 
followed  the  elections  or  by  the  Town  Clerk  the  following  week. 

The  business  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:30  PM  in  the  Gilsum  Town 
Hall  by  Moderator  Peter  with  approximately  65  in  attendance  to  act  on 
the  following  subiects. 

There  was  a  moment  of  silence  and  pledge  to  the  flag  led  by  Mr.  Moiesky. 

ARTICLE  1:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  Fire  Truck  Capital  Reserve  Fund. 

Article  1  was  read  by  Moderator  Peter  and  moved  by  John  Calhoun  and 
seconded  by  Ralph  Finch.  Article  1  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands 
and  was  so  moved. 

ARTICLE  2:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  Community  Center  Capital  Reserve 
Fund. 


Article  2  was  read  by  Moderator  Peter  and  moved  by  Michelle  Jones 
and  seconded  by  Judy  Peter.  Article  1  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of 
hands  and  moved  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $40,000.00  for  the  reconstruction  of  Howard  Bridge,  and  to  au- 
thorize the  issuance  of  not  more  [than]  $28,000.00  of  bonds  or  notes  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance  Act,  and  to 
authorize  the  Town  Officials  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes 
and  to  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  and  to  accept  a  gift  from 
private  sources  in  the  amount  of  $5,000.00  and  to  raise  the  balance  of 
$7,000.00  by  general    taxation.     (2/3  Ballot  Vote  Required)  -  or  - 

Article  3  was  read  by  Moderator  Peter  and  prior  to  moving  it  to  the 
floor  a  motion  was  made  by  Mike  Klein  to  consider  Articles  3,  4  and 
5  as  one.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Christian  Salisbury  and 
approved  by  a  show  of  hands. 

ARTICLE  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $40,000.00  for  the  reconstruction  of  Howard  Bridge  and  to  accept 
any  gifts  from  private  sources  to  help  pay  for  said  proiect.  -  or  - 

ARTICLE  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $12,000.00  to  put  a  new  deck  only  on  the  old  bridge  structure  of 
Howard  Bridge. 

These  articles  (3,  4  and  5)  were  read  by  Moderator  Peter  and  moved 
to  the  floor  by  Edith  Hasbrouck  and  seconded  by  Johnny  Lee  Lenhart. 
Proper  procedure  for  these  three  articles  was  discussed  and  the 
determination  was  to  discuss  them  together  but  keep  them  as  sepa- 
rate articles.  If  Article  3  is  not  passed,  then  to  move  on  to 
Article  4,  etc. 

The  discussion  which  followed  determined  that  the  bridge  in  ques- 
tion is  the  Town  responsibility,  as  stated  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. Mr.  Bowne  expressed  concerns  about  future  ice  jams  and  flood- 
ing and  traffic.  Mr.  Lenhart  questioned  the  specifications  for 
this  $40,000  bridge  to  which  Mr.  Salisbury  responded  that  this 
would  be  a  State-approved  bridge  which  would  allow  the  passage  of 
fuel   trucks  and  other  trucks  needing  access. 

The  Budget  Committee  recommends  that  the  Town  not  provide  a  bridge 
for  the  potential  log  and  gravel  haulers.  That  these  private 
interests  should  pay  for  the  capacity  and  not  the  Town.  Chris 
Salisbury  pointed  out  that  the  Town  is  obligated  to  provide  fire 
and  emergency  protection  to  the  families  that  are  accessed  by  this 
town  road. 

There  were  some  questions  regarding  the  gifts  or  donations  and 
whether  or  not  the  Town  would  be  obligated  to  the  wishes  of  these 
donors.  The  Selectmen  were  not  able  to  disclose  who  the  donors 
are,  but  expressed  the  good  intentions  of  these  parties.  Mr. 
Dunton  pointed  out  that  Articles  7,  9  and  10  would  probably  pass 
with  no  discussion,  all  allowing  the  Town  to  accept  gifts  or 
grants,  legacies  and  devises. 


Ralph  Finch  moved  that  the  discussion  end  and  was  seconded  by  Mike 
Klein.  This  motion  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands  and  passed  to 
discontinue  discussion  of  Articles  3,  4  and  5. 

Article  3  was  moved  to  vote  by  John  Calhoun  and  seconded  by  Ray 
Hastings.  Article  3  was  voted  on  by  ballot  with  registered  voters 
only  casting  their  votes  and  a  2/3  majority  needed.  The  results  of 
the  63  ballots  cast  was  53  "YES"  and  10  "NO".  The  Article  3  has 
passed  with  the  required  majority. 

Moderator  Peter  acknowledged  Lois  Wright's  service  as  Library  Trustee 
for  59  years. 

Chris  Salisbury  moved  that  we  pass  over  Article  4  and  seconded  by 
Ralph  Finch.   A  show  of  hands  determined  that  we  pass  over  Art.  4. 

Judy  Peter  moved  that  we  pass  over  Article  5  and  was  seconded  by  Ed 
Tenney.   A  show  of  hands  determined  that  we  pass  over  Article  5. 

ARTICLE  6:  To  receive  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee,  to  raise  and 
appropriate  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town  expen- 
ses; and  to  act  in  any  manner  relating  thereto.

Notes  on  discussion  regarding  individual  budget  line  items: 

James  Young  asked  about  the  reappraisal  of  town  property.  William 
Hasbrouck  responded  that  it  is  scheduled  for  1994  at  a  cost  of 
about  $25,000.  This  to  be  raised  in  the  next  two  years. 

Marilee  Ballou  asked  about  the  increase  in  legal  costs.  William 

Hasbrouck  responded  that  this  represents  the  cost  of  action  against 

the  Monadnock  Regional  School  District  and  Gilsum's  alleged  liabil- 
ity for  the  Girls'  Home. 

Alfred  Morse  Jr.,  police  officer  for  Gilsum,  requested  an  addition- 
al $1,200  for  insurance  coverage  on  a  third  police  person.  This 
increase  was  approved  unanimously. 

James  Young  made  a  motion  to  increase  the  police  budget  by  $2,000, 

from  $18,000  to  $20,000.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  Mr.  Bunker. 

The  increase  was  voted  on  by  a  count  of  raised  hands,  the  result 

being:  24  approved  and  30  disapproved.  The  motion  to  increase  line 
4210  was  defeated. 

Article  6  was  read  by  Moderator  Peter  and  moved  to  the  floor  by 
Mike  Klein  as  amended:  To  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$271 ,894  to  defray  Town  expenses;  and  to  act  in  any  manner  relating 
thereto."  Seconded  by  Jan  Fiderio  and  voted  on  by  a  show  of  hands 
and  passed  unanimously. 


Chris  Salisbury  made  a  motion  to  act  upon  Article  14  before  moving  on  to 
Article  7.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  William  Hasbrouck  and  voted  upon 
by  a  show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  officially  re-name  the  Gilsum  Ball  Fields  the  "Biggie  Jernberg 
Memorial  Ball  Fields"  and  to  allow  the  placement  of  an  appropriate 
monument. 

Article  14  was  read  by  Moderator  Peter,  moved  by  Ralph  Finch  and 
seconded  by  Robert  Pratt.  William  Hasbrouck  moved  to  change  the 
name  to  the:  RALPH  "BIGGIE"  JERNBERG  MEMORIAL  BALL  FIELDS,  was 
seconded  and  Article  14  was  approved  unanimously  by  a  show  of 
hands. 

ARTICLE  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of 
Trust  Funds  to  open  new  funds  that  may  arise  during  the  year. 

Article  7  was  read  by  Moderator  Peter,  moved  by  John  Calhoun,  and 
seconded  by  Michelle  Jones.  Article  7  was  voted  on  by  a  show  of 
hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  8  was  read  by  the  Moderator,  moved  by  Mike  Klein  and 
seconded  by  Bill  Whyte.  Article  8  was  passed  unanimously  by  a  show 
of  hands. 

ARTICLE  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of 
the  Gilsum  Library  to  accept  any  gifts  or  grants  from  persons,  estates, 
or  governmental  sources  that  may  become  available  during  the  year;  pur- 
suant to  RSA  202-1:3. 

Article  9  was  read  by  Moderator  Peter,  moved  to  the  floor  by  Judy 
Peter  and  seconded  by  Lois  Hastings.  Judy  Peter  revised  the  word- 
ing as  recommended  by  the  State  to  read: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Trustees  of  the 
Gilsum  Library  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further 
action  by  town  meeting,  money  from  the  state,  federal,  or  other 
governmental  unit  or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available 
during  the  year,  as  permitted  by  RSA  202-A:4-C. 

The  revision  was  moved  and  accepted  and  Article  9  was  passed  unani- 
mously, as  revised,  by  a  show  of  hands. 

ARTICLE  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 

Selectmen  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  gifts,  legacies,  and  devises 

made  to  the  Town  in  trust  for  any  public  purpose,  as  oermitted  by 
RSA  31:19. 

Article  10  was  read  by  Moderator  Peter,  moved  by  Chris  Salisbury, 
seconded  by  Tom  Mercer  and  approved  unanimously  by  a  show  of  hands. 
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ARTICLE  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
convey  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  by  tax  collector's  deed. 
Such  conveyance  shall  be  by  deed  following  a  public  auction,  or  the 
property  may  be  sold  by  advertised  sealed  bids,  or  may  be  otherwise 
disposed  of  as  justice  may  require,  pursuant  to  RSA  80:80. 

Article  11  was  read  by  Moderator  Peter,  moved  to  the  floor  by  Bar- 
bara Bryce  and  seconded  by  Mr.  Lincoln.  Article  11  was  voted  on  by 
a  show  of  hands  and  passed  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
sell  any  pieces  of  non-real  estate  property,  either  by  auction  or  pri- 
vate sale,  said  property  to  be  advertised  for  three  weeks  prior  to  sale. 

Article  12  was  read  by  the  Moderator,  moved  to  the  floor  by  Judy 
Malott  and  seconded  by  Pat  Gallup.  Article  12  was  voted  on  by  a 
show  of  hands  and  approved  unanimously. 

ARTICLE  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  apply  for,  accept  and  expend,  without  further  action  by 
town  meeting,  money  from  the  state,  federal  or  other  governmental  unit 
or  a  private  source  which  becomes  available  during  the  year,  in  accord- 
ance with  RSA  31:95-b. 

Article  13  was  read  by  the  moderator,  moved  to  the  floor  by 
Michelle  Jones  and  seconded  by  Raymond  Hastings.  Article  13  passed 
unanimously  by  a  show  of  hands. 

ARTICLE  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
issue  permits,  without  charge,  for  the  supervised  activities  held  on  the 
town  parade  grounds  or  the  baseball  fields,  said  permits  to  include  the 
erection  of  temporary  structures. 

Article  15  was  read  by  Moderator  Peter,  moved  by  Lois  Hastings  and 
seconded  by  Judy  Peter  and  passed  unanimously  by  a  show  of  hands. 

ARTICLE  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
appoint  a  committee  to  take  charge  of  the  observation  of  Memorial  Day. 

Article  16  was  read  by  Moderator  Peter,  moved  by  Mrs.  Molesky  and 
seconded  by  Bill  Whyte.  Article  16  was  passed  unanimously  by  a 
show  of  hands. 

ARTICLE  17:  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting. 

Lois  Hastings  publicly  acknowledged  the  people  who  produce  "The 
Gil  sum  Bridge"  [newsletter]. 

Jan  Fiderio  publicly  thanked  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other 
boards  for  their  efforts. 

Roger  Weinreich  proposed  that  the  Town  create  an  Ad  Hoc  Committee 
to  investigate  alternatives  to  the  Town's  present  educational 
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system  and  explore  the  feasibility  of  any  such  options.   This 
proposal  was  seconded  and  approved  by  a  show  of  hands. 

Pat  Gallup  spoke  as  the  Conservation  Commission's  only  member, 
asking  for  any  other  interested  persons  to  contact  her. 

Ralph  Finch  moved  that  the  meeting  is  dissolved  and  was  seconded  by 
Chris  Salisbury  and  unanimously  approved  by  all. 

The  March  10th,  1992  Town  Meeting  of  Gil  sum,  New  Hampshire  was  dissolved 
at  10:00  PM.

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  Ordinances  relating  to  the 
care,  protection  and  preservation  of  town  cemeteries: 

Ordinance  #1 


It  is  unlawful  in  any  Town  cemetery  to  parti- 
cipate in  any  sport,  game,  dance,  party,  or 
any  other  social  gathering  which  is  not 
associated  with  a  funeral  or  memorial  service 
honoring  the  dead.  Anyone  violating  this 
ordinance  shall  be  fined  up  to  $1,000.00  for 
each  such  offense. 

Ordinance  #2 


It  is  unlawful  for  any  horse,  cow,  sheep, 
swine,  goat,  or  other  such  stock  to  trespass 
in  or  upon  any  town  cemetery.  The  owner  of 
such  animal  shall  be  guilty  of  violating  this 
ordinance  and  shall  be  fined  up  to  $1,000.00 
for  each  such  offense. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint 
a  committee  to  take  charge  of  the  observation  of  Memorial  Day. 

15.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting.

Our  total  circulation  for  the  year  1992  was  4124.  This  was  a  slight  increase  over 
the  previous  year.  Of  these  books,  1811  were  adult,  1621  were  iuvenile,  496  were 
magazines,  and  196  were  young  adult  fiction. 

The  total  registered  Library  borrowers  were  259  adults  and  136  children.  That  is 
a  total  of  395  library  card  holders. 

At  the  present  time,  our  shelves  hold  9182  catalogued  volumes.  In  addition  to 
these,  we  have  approximately  150  books  rented  from  the  McNaughton  Book  Service. 
We  also  borrow  20  mysteries  from  the  Keene  Public  Library  every  other  month.  We 
subscribe  to  25  magazines,  many  of  which  are  gifts. 

Our  storytime  for  preschoolers  was  held  again  during  the  school  year  with  Judy 
Malott  as  story-teller.  All  children  between  the  ages  of  3-6  are  encouraged  to 
come  and  join  the  fun.  Story  hour  is  held  on  Wednesday  morning  from  10:00-11:00. 

Our  summer  reading  program  entitled  "Give  the  Clown  a  Face"  was  a  success.  For 
each  book  read,  the  children  decorated  their  clown  face.  Their  names  were  also 
entered  in  a  drawing  for  prizes  each  week.  A  total  of  20  children  read  167  books 
in  six  weeks. 

In  July,  the  Library  and  the  Recreation  Committee  sponsored  the  puppeteer  group 
from  UNH  entitled  "The  Little  Red  Wagon".   The  performance  was  enjoyed  by  all. 

Home  Health  Care  and  Community  Services  continues  to  offer  free  blood  pressure 
clinics.  They  also  hold  flu  vaccine  clinics  at  the  Library. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  obtain  reprints  of  Silvanus  Hayward's  "History  of 
the  Town  of  Gil  sum".  These  may  be  ordered  from  the  Library. 

In  the  past  year,  the  clippings  that  Lois  Wright  had  collected  about  Gil  sum  people 
and  events  since  1934  were  compiled  into  four  volumes.  These  are  available  to  our 
borrowers. 

Ralph  Finch  resigned  as  Library  Trustee  in  the  year  of  1992.  Anne  Clark  was 
appointed  to  fill  his  position. 

Many  thanks  go  to  volunteer  workers  Carol  Ballou,  Lois  Hastings,  Ruth  Maine  and 
Judy  Malott  for  donating  their  time  to  the  never  ending  tasks  at  the  Library. 

Book  donations  are  always  welcome.  Our  thanks  to  everyone  who  contributed  books 
to  the  Library  in  the  past  year. 

Plan  to  visit  your  Library  soon.  The  Library  Trustees  meet  on  the  third  Saturday 
of  the  month  at  9:00  AM.  The  Library  is  now  open  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  from  1:30- 
3:30  and  6:00-8:00  PM,  Wednesday  1:30-3:30  and  Saturday  10:00-12:00.
